Response to Arguments 

1. In response to the Arguments received on 01/13/2009, the examiner has carefully 
considered the arguments. The examiner acknowledges the addition of new claims 53-70 and 
the cancellation of claims 2-36, 9, and 12-13. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks/Amendment, filed 01/13/2009, with respect to the 
rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-2, 12-13, 19-124 under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 USC 103(a) Scheibelhoffer et al (5,670,561) has been withdrawn. 
Scheibelhoffer et al fails to teach polyurethane resins as found in instant claim 1. The rejection 
of claims 1-2, 9-11, 19 and 21-24 under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Takashi et al (4,234,466) has 
been withdrawn. Takashi et al fails to teach and/or render obvious the use of a polyurethane 
resin as defined by the claims the pigment dispersion. Takashi et al while teaching polyamide 
and polyester resins, fails to teach and/or render obvious, a color concentrate (universal base 
composition) providing a resin comprising both hydrophillic and hydrophobic monomers wherein 
the total amount of both monomers in the resin is from 40-60% (claim 7) or 50-70% (claim 10), 
wherein the ratio of hydrophobic to hydrophillic monomers are from about 1/5 to about 5. The 
rejection of claims 1-2, 6, 8-9, 11-12, 15, 19-20, and 22-24 under 35 USC 102(b) as being 
anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP 
1 1 6666 as evidenced by Thomm et al and Login has been withdrawn. EP 1 1 6666 fails to teach 
and/or render obvious the use of a polyurethane resin as defined in the claims in pigment 
dispersion. EP 116666 while teaching polyamide and polyester resins, fails to teach and/or 
render obvious, a color concentrate (universal base composition) comprising a resin comprising 
both hydrophillic and hydrophobic monomers wherein the total amount of both monomers in the 
resin is from 40-60% (claim 7) or 50-70% (claim 10), wherein the ratio of hydrophobic to 
hydrophillic monomers are from about 1/5 to about 5. Thomm et al nor Login remedy the 
deficiencies of EP 116666.
